The firſt SCOYT'S Diſcovery. 


Came to Dover in a Flemi(h Bocom, where (afcer a dayes reſt) I went to ſee the 
Caftle, but I was forced to faine my ſelfe one of Madam Nurſes kindred, and 
ſpoke nothing but French, or eMe I had not beene admirred, | 

This Caſtle 1s called the Key of the Land,burt its growne ruſty for want of ex-

Watchers and Warders belonging to it 5 who (vefore ever we came reere it) came 
flying over our heads,” crying. Ka, Ka, Ka, Ka, which made us fo afraid of being 
clapt up in the Caſtle, that we returned and left them to looke to their charge, 

The peo'le of the Towne were all crying, every tcare as big asa Mill» ſtone, left 
their Lord ſhould love the North Countrey better than theirs : And becaulc hee is 
gone to comer another Countrey, and left his owne to the mercy of his enemy, I 
quickly left this place of monrning, and' filed by the Iſle of Wight, where they 
were very hot at their Muſters, inſomuch, that the ſmoake thereof made ſuch a miſt 
on the ſca, as we miſtoske our courſe, and landed at Portſmouth, inſtead of Ney-ca- 
tle, where we heard, thoſe Ianders are as hot in their barrells, as the French in the 

reech : ſoas if they come there, it will prove a hot piece of ſervice, ere they can 
enter : Portſmopth is but meangly provided with Ammunition, and therefore they 
\ycre all in a maze, for feare the French ſhould come ina Fog. 

Southampton was the next place o* marke I came at, and there the Aldermen 
were buſic begging a benevolence for the warres : but becauſe I had none tor them, 
IT thought.itb<tter to ſhew them my backſid s, than to be called Revell for refuſing:

That about a weekeafter I met Archie at the Abby all in black : - Alas poore 
focl thought I) he mournes for his Countrey ; I askt him about his Coat; O, 

uod he, my Lord of Canterb:ry hath raken it from me, becauſe either ke,or ſome 
of the Scots Biſhops may have ule for it chemſelves : but he hath given me a black 
coat for it, to colour my knavery with ; and now I may {peake whar I pleaſe (fo ir 
be nor againſt the Prelares) for this Coat harh a farre greater priviledge then rhe 
other had. When I heard him ſay fo, albeit (chought T) a Foolcs bolt is ſoon ſhot, 
yer perhaps he may hit the marke : whereupon 1 went and bought me a canonicall 
Coat, and put my ſe'fe into an Armimnian habit,yhich hath kept me freer trom dan. 
ger, then if I had been all clad inbufle.
